The Canadian travel bureau estimates 
a million or half as many more visitors 
will come to Canada from the United 
States to see the King and Queen; and will 


spend $10,000,000 or more during their’ 


stay. 

It is a rather sordid business, this of 
counting the guests in advance and esti- 
mating how much money they will leave 
in Canadian pockets. That, of course, is 
one of the duties of the bureau. But it 
gives an impression that the guests are 
only wanted because of what can be got 
out of them; and that we are planning to 
use the King and Queen as drawing cards 
in a show put on for purposes of gain. 

That isn’t, or shouldn't be, the idea be- 
hind the national welcome. Their Majes- 
ties are coming to “get acquainted” with 
Canada and Canadians. Of course those 
of our neighbors who cross the line to 
share in the demonstrations will pay their 
way as they would do at home, and as 
Canadians will do who go to the United 
States to take part in the demonstrations 
there. But it will look a good deal more 
respectful, to our Royal guests and the 
others alike, if we leave the box office 
considerations in the background until the 
affair is over. 


May He Succeed 


Pope Pius XII is said to have “set in 
motion diplomatic negotiations” in an at- 
tempt to avert war in Europe. He will, 
of course, have the thanks of all peoples, 
already suffering the economic effects of 
fear and jittery at the possibility of being 
led into another orgy of slaughter and 
destruction. 

And, despite the failures of others, 
there is room to hope not too confidently 
that this effort may be successful. The 
Pope’s intervention cannot be resented on 
any ground of supposed prejudice. He 
speaks in religious and moral matters for 
a majority in most of the countries di- 
rectly involved in the crisis, and for many 
millions in the others, while in the appeal 
for peace he must have the almost unani- 
mous backing of mankind. There can- 
not be, even in aggressor states, more 
than a small minority who want to gam- 
ble with multitudes of human lives and 
universal misery. 

If may be significant that even at Ber- 
lin, where the election of Pius was hailed 
by a chorus of inspired insults, his over- 
tures are said to be regarded with “sym- 
pathy”. Mussolini, who made an end of 
the long-standing difference between the 
Vatican and the Italian Government, may 
be supposed to give even a more cordial 
welcome to the proposals; the more so be- 
cause his political interests recommend 
that course. 

If the dictators are disposed to listen 
to reason, which they have hitherto re- 
fused to do, it will be easy to avoid war. 
There has been no possibility of it hap- 
pening aside from their policy of aggran- 
dizement.

A New Deal 


The bill now before parliament to es- 
tablish a Central Mortgage Bank embodies 
a plan for a complete new deal in respect 
to lending and borrowing money on mort- 
gage. The proposed Bank is to be owned 
outright by the Government, therefore 
subject to regulation and control of par- 
liament absolutely, as the Bank of Can- 
ada now is. 

The key feature of the scheme is that 
mortgage interest rates are to be put on a 


sliding scale, varying periodically in fixed 


relation to the interest rate payable on 
Dominion bonds. Any loan company may 
become affiliated with the Bank. But 
membership is not compulsory. Those 


wishing to operate in competition with 
member companies may do so, but will 
have to‘do so under a handicap since they 
will not secure the advantages 

Companies joining the Bank must re- 
adjust existing farm mortgages, and 
town mortgages not exceeding $7,000, 
down to 80 per cent of the fair market 
value of the property involved, and can- 
cel all arrears of interest for more than 
two years. They must also reduce inter- 
est rates to a rate not exceeding 5 per 
cent. New loans must be made on a basis 
of interest rates not more than 2 per cent 
higher than the current rates on Domin- 
ion bonds, the actual rate to be named by 
the Bank. 

In return the Bank will compensate 
member companies by giving them 20 


year debentures for 50 per cent of the 
losses they take through readjustments 
of present debts. The Bank will also buy 
from the member companies debentures 
at a rate of interest from 1', to 2 per 
cent below the rates they are allowed to 
charge on mortgages. They will thus be 
able to obtain money at any time, to loan 
at a profit not more than 2 per cent over 
the rate they pay to the Bank for it. All 
loans now outstanding are to be adjusted 
for payment over a twenty-year period, 
unless provision is made for payment on a 
crop-share plan. 

The scheme thus proposes to make an 
entirely new set-up for financing on mort- 
gages in future, as well as providing for a 
readjustment of present mortgage debts 
and interest rates. Where provincial laws 
do not prevent it going into operation, the 
rate for mortgage-loans hereafter will be 
not more than 2 per cent over the rate 
paid by the Dominion for national loans. 
And money to loan at these rates will be 
available to the loaning companies as and 
when required. 

An ample supply of money for con- 
struction purposes is thus to be supplied, 
at rates of interest which are payable; 
and the loan companies are offered rea- 
sonable inducements both to rearrange 
present mortgage debts and to look for 
new business. 


Editorial Notes 


Estimates compiled by the Dominion 
bureau of statistics show that the acreage 
sown to wheat in the prairie provinces 
this year will be slightly more than that 
of last year, while decreased acreages 
are shown for oats, barley, rye and flax 
seed. The inference is that most western 
farmers think wheat is their best “bet,” 
despite the low prices. 

Senator Griesbach says to allow the 
United States to build a highway through 
British Columbia to Alaska would be 
tantamount to making a military alliance 
with that country and inviting the hostil- 
ity of Japan. The only thing the matter 
with the argument is that nobody has 
proposed to allow the United States to do 
anything of the kind, nor has the Govern- 
ment of the United States asked to be al- 
lowed to do so. 


Twenty-five persons were killed or 
burned to death when an airplane crashed 
in a city in Ecuador and the exploding 
gas tanks set fire to buildings. That is 
one hazard to which little attention has 
been paid in Canada, but which will have 
to be dealt with as planes multiply. 
These should not fly over a city unless at 
altitudes which give them plenty of room 
to reach open spaces should they be 
forced to land.

Soft Words, Big Stick 


There is nothing alarming in Viscount Hali- 
fax’s statement that Great Britain is not trying 
to encircle Germany. It is in keeping with tradi-! 
tional British diplomacy, and so is the decision 
to send the government ambassador back to his 
post in Berlin, Neither is sign of a weakened 
Stand, nor evidence of a desire to yield, for it 
should be noted that Mr. Chamberlain has 
created the Ministry of Supply to complete the 
country's industrial preparation for war. More- 
over, he has increased the defence forces at 
Gibraltar, and apparently has made further pro- 
gtess with his anti-aggression alliance in the 
East. Great Britain wants peace, wants world 
economic and political stability, and it is helpful 
to attempt reassurance of Germany in one way 
or another. But she is not being caught off base, 
Mr. Chamberlain is doing what Theodore Roose- 
velt did: Speaking softly, but carrying a big 
stick.—Providence Journal, 


Oil From Alberta 


A further stage in the development of the 
Alberta oilfields is marked by the arrival in 
London of a delegation to provide information 
on the subject to British interests. The visit of 
the delegation is especially well timed, not only 
because of the increased interest shown in Great 
Britain in Turner Valley, but also because of 
the growing importance of increasing the sup- 
Plies of oil for naval purposes. In reply to a re- 
cent question in the British House of Commons, 
the Civil Lord of the Admiralty stated that the 
Admiralty were “naturally very interested in the 
development of this Empire oilfield,” and should 
oil fuel to Admiralty specifications be produced 
and made accessible to tanker transport, they 
would certainly be willing to enter into nego- 
tiations with a view to purchasing supplies. At 
the present moment there are two difficulties ip 
the way. One is that the oil in its present state 
does not appear to be equal to Admiralty re- 
quirements; the other that the transport facil- 
ities are inadequate. Several proposals have 
been made for the construction of a pipeline 
either east to the Great’ Lakes or west to Van- 
couver. This project, as well as the possibility 
of meeting the Admiralty’s requirements, will no 
doubt be fully gone into by the delegation now 
in London.—Anglo Canadian Press Bureau, Lon- 
don.

. Forest Fire Season 

The forest fire season is starting. The dry 
spring weather in the bush country has prepared 
the ground and in Alberta, at least, fires have 
been burning for more than a week causing 
heavy loss of timber, damage to settlers’ pro- 
perty and some injury to persons. 

It is said that the number of men in these 
sparsely settled areas is insufficient to check 
the flames which are beginning to sweep over 
large areas. At the same time there are some 
thousands of idle men in the cities. The cir- 
cumstance is so obvious that no comment is re- 
quired. 

Saskatchewan has started organizing its 
youth forestry camps and no doubt some of their 
work will be dealing with outbreeks of fires and 
with removing fire hazards. They come just at 
the right time. 

Annually Canada suffers an immense loss 
through bush fires. The vast amounts of 
tumber that are destroyed is a destruction that 
cannot be replaced in less than 20 or 30 years 
by nature and, unfortunately, all too little is 
being done to assist nature in restoration. 
Moreover, the blackened wastes caused by bush 
fires are unsightly and lessen tourist travel and 
enjoyment of wild life. Any expenditure made 
for forest preservation, prevention of fire and 
replacement of loss is a constructive expenditure 
and worth while, especially if it employs men 
who otherwise would be idle and supported 
from State funds.—Saskatoon Star-Phoeniz.

It’s pleasant to record the details of a Nazi 
plot that back-fired on the plotters, especially 
as it comes from London. It concerns a high 
German—not Nazi—officer with the once-popular 
Name of von Richthofen. The name is not so 
popular in Nazi circles since it was discovered 

that Germany’s greatest air ace 
A NAZI PLOT in the Great War had some re- 
THAT FAILED mote Jewish blood in him, and 

by today’s standard would be 
held unfit for military service. The principal of 
the present story is Baron Friedrich Max Wil- 
helm von Richthofen, former officer of the Prus- 
sian Guards and holder of the German Iron 
Cross for services at the battle of Mons. Ever 
since Hitler's blood purge of 1934, Baron von 
Richthofen has preferred to live in England, 
where he has been admitted to British society. 

Though he transferred most of his property 
from Prussia to England, the Baron has never 
sought British nationality. He is a loyal German 
only waiting, as he has stated, “till the present 
madness has passed” to return to the Fatherland. 

Pending the time when he can return to a 
sane and happy Germany, the Baron has been 
writing articles for German language publica- 
tions, that are published outside Germany. For 
this, he has attracted the attention of the Ges- 
tapo—the German secret police. Many efforts 
they have made to decoy him back to Germany— 
and a concentration camp. One day he reteived a 
wire announcing that a relative had died at 
Breslau, naming him sole executor. He was told 
he must return at once. Another time they made 
accusations to the Home Office, seeking to have 
him deported. Each time the trick failed. 
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Recently, the Baron decided to purchase a 
house outside London. To his aid came a young 
German, Walther Heinrich Barndt. Herr Barndt 
had excellent letters of introduction. He pro- 
fessed interest in the search for a residence for 
the Baron. As his English was more fluent than 
that of the Baron, he vol- 
unteered his services, which 
were gladly accepted. Soon 
he had the Baron entangled 
in some financial transactions and suggested to 
him the business course to adopt. Having got the 
Barun into the tanglefoot, Herr Barndt reported 
to the police authorities that the Baron had con- 
spired to obtain some cheques by false pretences. 
A charge was formally laid. 

There was probably great “rundgesang” 
among the Gestapo chiefs when news came that 
the Baron had been booked on a criminal charge, 
for, not being a British subject, a conviction 
would mean that he would be deported to Ger- 
many. 

To cut the story short, when the case came 
before the judge at the Old Bailey a couple of 
weeks ago, it was so thoroughly probed that the 
judge ordered the jury to acquit Baron von 
Richtofen. He had the police take the witness 
Herr Barndt from the well of the court and 
placed in the dock. “You are a fraud and a dan- 
ger to the community,” he told the young agent- 
provocateur, and sentenced him to eighteen 
months in prison with deportation at the end. 

It’s good to see the tables turned on a crook, 
once in a while.

that 46.1 per cent of all workers in 
Manitoba, 60 per cent in Saskat- 
chewan, 498 in Alberta earned less 
than $450 a year; that between 400 
and 500 thousand are not earning 
anything at all, but must be kept, 
with their dependent families on a 
subsistence ration taken from the 
balance of those working. Do these 
people believe that the debts of 
their country is an asset to thern? 
How many people, even those work- 
ing, have enough assets to meet 
their debts? 

Perhaps Mr. Towers had in mind 
that the debts of the country were 
an asset to some of the people, those 
who neither toil nor spin, but who 
are satisfied to skin, and who do 
not want the debts repaid so long 
as the interest is forthcoming. The 
fly in the ointment now is that 
interest cannot be maintained. In- 
dustry has ceased to expand, and 
without expansion interest rates 
must continue to decline. This 
means that the financial Inastitu- 
tions, banking and insurance will 
become disrupted, and that those 
people, who neither toil nor spin, 
will no longer be able to skin, and 
will have to join their less fortunate 
brothers on the relief rolls. 

Of course, if they can lead us like 
sheep to the slaughter in another 
good war, they might even bring 
the “interest rate back a notch, 
There is huge profits in war mate- 
rials, and this bet must not be over- 
looked. After the smoke has cleare 
away, then what? , 

Even our own Mr. Aberhart is 
amazed at the statement of Mr. 
Towers. His idea is that the Bank 
of Canada should issue money and 
credit, interest and debt free. How 
this is to be done without increasing 
debt, Mr. Aberhart alone knows. 
Credit is based on property values 
in terms of money. Money is based 
on human equivalents. Human 
labor must be utilized in establish. 
ing credit. Credit must be estab- 
lished prior to the issuance of 
money or any substitute thereof. 
Therefore, neither credit or money 
can be created unless human labor 
can be utilized. The utilization of 
human labor on this continent has 
very nearly been eliminated, and 
any attempts to revive it are a plain 
admission of ignorance of the true 
facts of the problem confronting 
the peoples of the North American 
Continent today. by those making 
any such attempt.

Plot to Seize Important 
Sections of Southwest 
Africa Nipped by Police 


SWAKOPMUND, Southwest 
Africa, May 11.-—-A plot to seize 
important sections of southwest 
Africa in a coup was nipped when 
police were rushed into the former 
German territory Apil 18, Lardner 
Burke, leader of the English- 
speaking community and member 
of the legislative assembly, de- 
clared here Wednesday. 

The South African police “arrived 
in the nick of time to save the terri- 
tory from fighting and bloodshed,” 
Burke said. “This was entirely due 
to Gen. Smuts (Gen. Jan Smuts, 
vice-premier and justice minister? 
who acted with the greatest 
promptitude afier being advised by 

London of the discovery of the 


plot? 


Burke did not name the instigators 
of the plot but declared it had been 
uncovered by the intelligence ser- 
vice. 


IMPORTANT INFORMATION 

Gen. Smuts, subsequent to the dis- 
patch of the police forces to the 
territory, said the step was taken 
on the receipt of important inform- 
ation from outside sources, but he 
did not give details,
